THE TM IS GETTING POOR ADVICE 


It is now over 20 days after the 20th of 
December. The state law says that on Dec. 20th 
the Town Manager will give to the Selectmen and 
to the Finance Committee a preliminary estimate 
on the next’ year's expenses and revenues, and 
on the tax rate.”

LETTER 


Dear Mr. Neilson: 

Less than 6 months ago, my 
husband and I moved into N°, 
Wilmington thinking it would 
be a fine town to raise our 
then unbom child. our neigh- 
bors have been more than wond- 
erful and made us feel right 
at home, We feel now that this 
is our town too.

I 
would hate to see Wilmington 
become a booming industrial 
town, but it would take a lot 
more than a few new industries 
to make it that. 

Two of our neighboring towns 
can be observed and the citi- 
zens can decide which one they 
would rather Wilmington resem- 
bled, Burlington is one of the 
fastest growing, lowtaxed cit- 
ies in the state and industry 
certainly has not hurt them in 
getting that way, nor has it 
marred its countryside, Bill- 
erica, on the other hand, has

WORLD TELEPHONES HAVE 
DOUBLED IN 10 YEARS 

New England telephone users 
can’t get through to such re- 
mote spots as Basutoland, Ifni 
Swaziland and Christmas Island 
but they can reach more than 
130 million other telephones 
around the world-and these re- 
present over 97 percent of all 
phones on earth, 

The 1960 edition of ‘The 
World’s Telephones,’ put out 
by the Bell System, reports 
that in 1959 the number of 
phones in the world rose to 
133.6 million, a gain of al- 
most 9 million over the pre- 
vious year. More than half of 
these phones, or 70.8 million, 
were in the United States. 

All figures in the report are 
as of Jan 1, 1960, as it takes 
a year to compile them. At 
that time, the New England 
Telephone & Telegraph Company 
says there were 4.5 million 
phones in the New England 
states, as follows: Connecti- 
cut, 1,246,000; Maine, 304,000 
Massachusetts, 2,272,000; New 
Hampshire, 214,000; Rhode Is- 
land, 338,000; Vermont, 127,000 
The U. S. also led the field 
in phones per 100 persons, | 
with 35.9. Brazil and Russia 
were at the opposite end, with 
1.48 and 1.9 per 100 persons, 
respectively. 

The ‘talkingest’ peopie in 
the world according to the re- 
port are Canadians. They aver- 
aged more than 530 phone con- 
versations per person in 1959. 
Next was Iceland, with 508. 
The U. S. Average was 496. 

Since 1950, tMe report shows, 
the number of telephones in 
the world has almost doubled. 
United States’ phones increas- 
ed 74 per cent in that period,
